3. CHINA'S FOREIGN POLICY ORIENTATION TOWARD THE 
WEST HAS INCREASINGLY SOLTDIFIED OVER THE PAST 
DECADE. AS INITIALLY CONCEIVED IN THE EARLY 1970'S, 
RAPPROACHEMENT WITH THE U.S, % JAPAN ANO WESTERN EUROPE 
WAS INTENDED TO PROVIDE A COUNTERWEIGHT TO GROWING 
SOVIET PRESSURES ON CHINA WHILE CREATING AN 
ATMOSPHER MORE CONDUCIVE TO THE SETTLEMENT OF 
CONFLICT IN INDOCHINA. DOHESTICALLY, THIS WQLO ALLOW 
BEIJING TO CONCENTRATE SCARCE RESOURCES ON MODERNI- 
ZATION. GLOBALLY IT WOULD ENCOURAGE THE U.S. TO 
SHIFT ITS ATTENTION TO SOVIET AMBITIONS IN THE MID 
EAST AND EUROPE. 

«*. THIS MAJOR SHIFT IN CHINA'S FOREIGN POLICY WAS 
THEORETICALLY GIRDED BY THE NOTION OF THE "THREE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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WORLDS*- THE MAJOR DYNAMIC OF THIS MODEL WAS THE 
ANTITHESIS THAT EXISTED BETWEEN THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES INCLUDING CHINA ON THE ONE HANO AND THE TWO

fi. THE DEATH OF KAO IN SEPTEMBER 197«, THE SUBSEQUENT

MODERATES UNDER THE LEADERSHIP OF DENG XIAOPING' HAYE

MOSCOW GP'ES TO EUROPEAN DEVELOPMENTS. NEVERTHELESS, 
THEY NOW TELL WESTERN LEADERS THEY DO NOT FORESEE A. 
NEAR OR EVEN MIO-TERM SOVIET ATTACK AGAINST EITHER 
EUROPE OR CHINA! INSTEAD MOSCOW IS CURRENTLY FOCUSING

KOREA, AND THE CHINESE HAYE TAKEN STEPS TO REASSURE BOTH' JAPAN AND 

THE THE UNITED STATES CONCERNING ITS COMMITMENT TO THE PRESERVATION 

OF STABILITY ON THE PENINSULA, EVEN THOUGH IT HAS NOT

11. ANOTHER IMPORTANT ASPECT OF CHINA'S CURRENT 
GEOPOLITICAL ASSESSMENT IS ITS POSITIVE REEVALUATION 
OF THE WILL AND ABILITY OF THE U.S., TO MAINTAIN A 
STkATEGIC NUCLEAR BALANCE WITH THE SOVIETS! TO COUNTER 
SOVET DEPLOYMENTS IN EUROPE AND ELSEWHERE AND TO 
RESPOND TO SOVIET EXPANSIONISM, THE CHINESE HAVE 
PERCEIVED A MAJOR TURN-AROUND IN U.S. OECISIONS TO 
PROCEED KITH THE MX HISSILE DEPLOYMENT AND THEATER 
NUCLEAR FORCES IN EUROPE, AND WITH SUBSTANTIALLY 
INCREASED OVERALL DEFENSE SPENDING. IN AODITION, THE 
STRONG U.S. REACTION TO THE AFGHANISTAN INVASION AND 
THE U.S. BUILDUP IN THE INDIAN OCEAN HAVE HAD A MAJOR 
IMPACT ON CHINESE CALCULATIONS, BEIJING IS CLEARLY 
HOPEFUL THAT THE ADVENT OF A NEK REPUBLICAN ADMINIS- 
TRATION IN WASHINGTON WILL FURTHER HARDEN U.S. POLICY 
TOMARD THE SOflET UNION AND DIMINISH PROSPECTS FOP 
U.S. SOVIET RAPPROCHEMENT. 

12. AS A RESULT OF THESE DEVELOPMENTS, THE PRC NOW 
DEFINES ITS RELATIONSHIP WITH THE U.S. AS LONG TERM 
AND STRATEGIC. THIS ATTITUDE HAS BEEN REFLECTED IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CHINA'S UNABASHED INTEREST IN OBTAINING U.S. DEFENSE 
TECHNOLOGY AND DEVELOPING A RELATIONSHIP WITH THE U.S. 
DEAFENSE ESTABLISHMENT. WHILE THE PRC HAS NOT HESITATED 
SHARPLY TO CHALLENGE ANY U.S. ACTIONS OR STATEMENTS 
RELATING TO TAIWAN THAT IT CONSIDERS INCQMPATIBLt WITH 
THE TRERMS OF NORMALIZATION, IN OTHER RESPECTS THRERR 
HAS BEEN NO SERIOUS PRC CRITICISM OF U.S. POLICY 
ANYWHERE IN THE WORLD OVER THE PAST YEAR. - 

13. AS SEEN IN FOREIGN MINISTER HUANG HUA'S 
SECPTEMBER 2M, 1980 UNGA SPEECH, PRC SPOKESMEN IN 
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0EFININ6 Tt;E GLOBAL SCENE HAVE QUIETLY ABANDONED THE 
*HREE «RLOS hODEL. INSTEAD, THE CHINESE INCREASINGLY 
SPEAK SIKPLY OF THE NEED FOR A BROAD UNITED FRONT 
INCLUDING THE U.S., CHINA AND ALL OTHER STATES OPPOSED 

to sorier expansionism, hithout insidious comparisons 

AMONG THE ANTl-SOIIET FORCES. IN SUCH FORA AS THE 
SPECIAL UNGA SESSION ON NORTH/SOUTH ISSUES AND THE 
RECENT UNGA DEBATE ON INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION ANO 
DEVELOPMENTS PRC SPOKESMEN HAVE ALSO TAKEN A REASONED

SPECIAL INTERESTS WITH THE DEVELOPING WORLD AND AN
